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THE LUMBER FOR YOUR HOME 



IT HAS often been said: "Figure your home build- 
ing problem in terms of service and values/' and, 
with that in mind, you have been cautioned in 
regard to the selection of materials. 

Most of you will build "frame houses" — that is, 
homes of wood; therefore, some information is due 
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you about the most widely used wood in America — 
Southern Pine. 

Among 40 species of wood important as sources 
of commercial lumber, the one of that number that has 
attained the widest distribution and is used most ex- 
tensively, certainly must possess unusual merit. In 
America, more than a third of all the lumber con- 
sumed is Southern Pine, while enormous quantities go 
to Europe, South America and Africa. Despite the 
great demand and its well-known qualities, Southern 
Pine is a comparatively low-priced lumber, and fur- 
thermore it is easily available nearly everywhere 
lumber is sold. Its annual production — about 12,- 
000,000,000 board feet — is greater than any other 
one wood and equal to the combined production of 
the four other most useful woods. 

Though Southern Pine has a multitude of uses in 
every kind of heavy construction and manufactures, 
it is practically the only "all purpose" wood exten- 
sively used in general house construction, supplying, 
as it does, every requirement in framing and in rough 
and finished exterior and interior work. 
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AN IDEAL INTERIOR FINISH 



Because of its varied and beautiful grain and the 
texture which makes it particularly suited to use in 
fine joinery and high finish, Southern Pine makes an 
excellent interior finish wood. It does not "fuzz up" 
or show "knife marks" in the planing mill process and 
therefore requires less labor and expensive hand 
scraping to obtain smooth satin-like surfaces. It is 
bright and attractive in color. It lends itself readily

to artistic treatment or design and may be given any 
standard wood finish — taking stains, varnishes, hard 
oil and paint well. 

Southern Pine selected for use in interior finish 
is lumber of uniformly high quality, and gives max- 
imum service at exceptionally moderate cost. It has, 
in fact, firmly established itself in the field of woods 
for interiors. Southern Pine has a grain that lends 
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itself perfectly to natural finish, while an endless 
variety of effects are possible with the use of stains. 

Despite the fact that Southern Pine is a compara- 
tively low-priced wood, it is not in any sense a "make- 
shift" or "cheap" substitute for the hardwoods, com- 
monly supposed in the past to be the only woods 
adapted for high-class floors. The better grades of 
Southern Pine edge-grain (or quarter-sawed) floor- 
ing, as manufactured today, have an exceptionally 
handsome, even grain, a compact, velvety texture, 
and a pleasing natural color. If a darker color is de- 
sired, this material, properly treated, takes and holds 
stains perfectly, so that it is possible to obtain any 
shade or tone suited to taste or requirements. 

Because of the close, compact grain of Southern 
Pine it makes a smoother floor, more easily finished, 
than some hardwoods in common use. 

STANDARD SIZES AND FEW 
SHORT LENGTHS 



Southern Pine flooring, unlike much other floor- 
ing material, has few short lengths. This feature, 
combined with its workability, makes it easy to work 

and lay. 

Southern Pine flooring is as well manufactured 
as more expensive material and comes in standard 
sizes. It is made from carefully selected kiln-dried 
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stock, is stored in dry sheds, si lipped in closed cars, 
and handled with the utmost care to prevent the ab- 
sorption of moisture. The user, in his turn, should 
give this material the same careful treatment until the 
floor is laid and read) 7 for service. Practices to be 
avoided are: 

Hauling and unloading flooring in damp weather. 
Storing in open sheds or newly plastered buildings. 
Permitting flooring to be laid before the building has 
thoroughly dried out after being plastered. 

Southern Pine flooring may be had in two distinct 
forms, one known as edge-grain, the other as flat- 
grain. 

Southern Pine has great strength ; it resists decay 
as few other woods ; despite its strength and firm tex- 
ture, it works easily; it takes paint, stains and var- 
nish; it is plentiful and available at nearly all lumber 
yards east of the Rocky Mountains; it is compara- 
tively low in cost; it has no superior for sturdy frame- 
work; it can be used for delicate interior trim; it 
makes beautiful and durable flooring. 

In conclusion — you can build your home, so far 
as lumber is concerned, with Southern Pine from top 
to bottom, inside and out, with the positive assurance 
that you will build with the wood that will serve 
every purpose. 
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
